Death of Waldeck. 


| Berlin cor. N. Y. Tribane.) 
The death of the distinguished liberal 
| Statesman, Franz Leo Waldeck, whieh took 
place Thursday morning, May 12th, has pro- 
duced a profound uppressien sot only ia 
this city, where bis eminent ability and per- 
soral worth were recognized even 
bis political opponents, but throughout the 
ranks of the whole progressive and republican 
perty in Germany. Amovg the advocates of 
apular government in Prussia, he had loog 
eld the foremost position, bis seal, bis sin- 
cerity, Dis disc:ciloa, aud bls constancy alike 
' entitied bim to that honorable tinc- 
tion; while the purity and integrity 
of bis private character were so conspicuous, 
as to soften the bitterness of conservative 
»rejudice, and H gain him «@ host of friends 
n cireles which bad the least possible sym- 
pathy with his opinions, as well as amocg the 
elievess in.political freedom who trusted bim 
as the expounder of their creed and the 
champion of theircause. His funeral, which 
was celebrated yesterday with appropriate 
and touching ceremonies, drew together aa 
immense concourse of peeple. It is seldom, 
indeed, that euch honors are paid to the 
memory of those who have occupied even 
the most promineut stations In public life. . 
The spectacie had nothing of the character of

Mr. Dickens, in 
1840, undertook the prodaction of a series of 
teles in weekly numbers, under the general 
title of “Master Humphbrey'’s Clock.’’ It was 
in this series that ‘‘The Old Curiosity S.0p”’ 
and ‘‘Barnaby Radge’’ were first given to the 
world. While “Master Humphrey's Clock” 
was still roveing, Mr. 
‘‘Memoirs of Joseph Grimaldi’ ,’ the celebrated 
clown. 
On finishing “Master Humphrey's Clock" 
Mr. Dickens sailed from England for the 
United States, to gather material for «a

The frequent recommitments, of which I 
have spoken, show this in part;buta 
succession of visits to our prisons, such 
as I have made, and such as many of you, 
doubtless, have also made, proves it most 
conclusively. Whatever may be 
causes of so deplorable a fact, it is cer- 
tainly true that very few of our prisons do 
anything to make their female inmates 
better. 
they grow worse The State workhouse at 
Bridgewater, which has been so violently 
attacked of late, is the only prison in the 
State, known to me, where lost women 
bave a fair chance to begin their refor- 
mation—and at Bridgewater it is done ua- 
der great disadvantages 

One great reason for the infrequent 
reformations of women im prison is the 
sbort and definite term of their sentences.

I, however, had time enough 
to examine the stone and its inscription at 
leisure, and to copy alew w 
lines at ra , chiefly with a 
view, on my returnto J ,to as 
certain the languages of the incription, 
and prevail on some friends of science to 
obtain either a complete copy of the in- 
a oye or, better, the monument itself. 

The stone was lying among the ruins of 
Diban perfectly free and ex to view, 
the inscription uppermost. I got four men 
toturn it round (it was a basaltic stone, 
exceedi heavy) in order to ascertain 
whether was ne inscription on the 
other side, and found that it was perfectly 
smooth and without any inscription or 
other marks. time was left me be- 
fore sunset I now employed in enamining, 
measuring, and making a correct skete 
of the stone, besides endeavoring to col- 
lect a ect alphabet from the inscrip- 
tion.. What Ihave I now enclose, and 
vouch for the perfect correctness of what 
I give, having takenit down on the spot. 
The stone is rounded on both sides, not 
only at the upper end, as mentioned by 
Monaieur Ganneaa, who says; “La forme 
de la. stele etait celle duncarre long, 
termine en baut nne partie arrondie 
l angle inferieur de droite etait deja casse 
depuis fort longtemps. From his sketch 
also of the stone he admits it not to have 
been rounded, but square at the bottom; 
but the fact of this being so cannot but be 
of importance to him, as it will give him 
the comfortable assurance thatin the 
lower corner sides there are not as many 
words of inscription missing as would be 
the case if it were square at the bottom, as 
he was wrongly informed by his authority; 
for,asin the upper part so in the lower, 
in exactly the same way, the lines become 
smaller a7 Soguoee. Possibly in the length 
ofthe sev lines there may be more 
letters to supply.as now supposed, asin 
this respect the information received oy 
M. Gaenneau is not quite correct He 
says of the stone:—"D'apres les estam- 
pages elleaurait euimetre de hauteur et 
0°60 centimetres de largeur avec une 
epasseur egale.”

The testimony most relied upon, how- 
ever, is that obtained from the criminal 
himself for hisown conviction or acquit- 
tal. This, of course, is rarely voluntary 
and tortures of different kinds are resorted 
to. The most common is that of placing 
the accused upon his knees across sharp- 
edged sticks. Heavy stones are then 
piled upon the thighs so as to cause the 
sticks to press into the flesh, producing 
the most excruciating pain. The bamboo 
is also freely used. a 

Under this system there ix little doub 
that many an innocent man com 
to che ~commuassion of crimes of which he 
has been entirely innocent rather than 
suffer further torture. Petty offenses are 
punished by beating with the bamboo, i 
imprisonment and transportation to wor 
in mines, On being dise & ring is 
printed around the arms in India ink, If, 
on being arrested atany time, two or three 
are found to exist, the offense is punished 
by death, na matter how insignificant the 
offense. The most common form ofexecu- 
tion is by decapitation, and a theft of any 
amount exceeding ten dollars is thus pun- 
ished. For fratricide or the murder of a 
master, and crimes of an aggravated 
character, the culprit is crucified and 
transfixed by spears, one on each. side. 
Arson is punished by burning at the stake 
or rather ofa cross.
